The  wome'ns  cross  country  team  included 

three  seniors,  three  juniors,  one  sophomore,  and 

two  freshmen.

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Pi  Kappa  Alpha 
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Presbyterian  Colleges  Mu  Chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  was  founded  on  December  9,  1890. 
Presbyterians  Mu  Chapter  is  the  only  fraternity  at  the  school  to  not  have  philanthropy,  but  the 
brothers  still  strive  to  take  part  in  activities  that  better  the  community  along  with  the  brotherhood.  Pi 
Kappa  Alpha,  commonly  known  as  Pike,  has  shown  their  dedication  to  the  school  through  their 
numerous  awards.
